There seems to be no doubt but 
that the Egyptians were wel- 
omed and encouraged by the 
iyskos kings, who conquered 
Egypt soon after 1700 B.C. Cheops 
was of the fourth dynasty—the 

Hyskos kings began the 18th. 

The book of Genesis closes with 
the death of Joseph, who came 
to position of great power in 
Egypt under the Hyskos rule. 
There is no record of what stage 
in history this occurred. 

According to the Hebrew the 
Israelites were in Egypt for about 
430 years. The Septuagint (ver- 
sion of the Seventy) puts the stay 
at 215 years.

Can Do Anything

field of converting wood pulp into almost anything under the sun, 
is the host. The company’s magnificent new plant on the banks of 
the Altamaha has been producing cellulose for about a month, and 
the time has come for its christening. 


It is getting so that mills that 
convert pine into something else 
nearly are as common in Georgia 
as cotton mills. Rayonier’s plant 
is the latest addition to this rela- 
tively new industrial group. Its 
high stack and silo-like towers for 
the storage of wood chips rise 
above even the tall pines of the 
coastal plane. 

The mill converts pine chips into 
cellulose, and the uses of cellulose 
are many and various. It is used 
in the manufacture of plastics, 
rayons, synthetic sponges and 
camera film. It is found in deter- 
gents where it aids in keeping dirt 
and grease in suspension, and even 
is used as a substitute for cream 
as a thickener for soups and fro- 
zen desserts. 

Georgia is bountifully endowed 
with cellulose in its natural form. 
Pines are to Georgia as the sands 
are to the desert, and the pine is 
70 per cent cellulose. Separating 
this salable product from the re- 
mainder of the tree is a relatively 
simple thing, thanks to chemistry. 
Rayonier’s plant digests wood like 
the human stomach digests food. 
The wood fiber is broken into its 
component parts, and the cellulose 
separated and processed for sale. 
The remainder, formerly a waste 
product, is used by Rayonier to 
keep the plant fires burning in an

Oppenheimer Felt 
. He Was Best Judge 


WASHINGTON, June 21—Was Dr. J. Robert 
Oppenheimer an unconscious instrument of Soviet 
policy or an actual esvionage agent or a loyal

This correspondent has just finished an examination of the 992 


printed pages of the official transcript 


approximately 400,000 words 


—of the testimony before the special board which heard all the evi- 


dence from the witnesses on both 
sides, This writer's conclusion is 
that the most charitable interpre- 
tation which can be placed on the 
strange and complicated behavior 
of Dr. Oppenheimer as revealed 
in the evidence is that he was 
never intentionally disloyal but 
that his actions, as disclosed in 
the official record, permit the 
inference by the board that he 
might unwittingly become _in- 
volved in disloyalty because of 
his peculiar standards of judg- 
ment when there is a_ conflict 
between loyalty to a friend and 
loyalty to his own government, 
The special board's verdict ws 
that Dr. Oppenheimer was and is 
loyal but constitutes a ‘‘security 
risk’'’ under existing regulations. 

Thus Dr. Oppenheimer admits 
now that he lied to a security 
officer of the United States Army 
in August and September, 1943, 
and also refused to give him in- 
formation about an attempt at 
espionage in this country by the 
Russian government because he 
didn't think the plot had suc- 
ceeded, and because it involved 
a close friend whom he wanted 
to protect. Dr. Oppenheimer 
failed to report the facts promptly 


to his governménht, and even five 
months later did not tell the 
whole story, despite the urgent 
pleas of the security officer of 
the Army. The scientist two 
months later, under pressure, 
finally disclosed what he knew to 
Gen. Groves, head of the atomic 
bomb project. 

In a nutshell, Dr. Oppenheimer 
felt he himself was a better judge 
than anyone else whether any 
security was being compromised 
by his acts. Some of his fellow 
scientists, who testified to their 
belief in his loyalty and who said 
they do not consider him a securi- 
ty risk, stated that they thought 
his standards had been wrong 
and that they wouldn't apply to 
them in the way he did. 

The Oppenheimer case can 
never be decided fairly on the 
basis of one incident or on what 
admirers or critics testify as to 
their personal impression of his 
loyalty or security from. their 
own acquaintance or observation, 
but only on the basis of all the 
available evidence, direct and 
circumstantial, specifie acts as 
well as views--the whole 400,000 
words—which has to be examined 
before reaching a final verdict.
